

On i Juno WJi the Chinese Communist Army in Swangsi inaugurated a "clean 
^pending cases" campaign after it had completed the suppression of guer- 
rillas. The campaign which aided on ’,1 July was for the suppression of anti- 
communist sentiment and the reduction of anti-Communist elements in Kwangsi. 
At a meeting of Communist authorities in Kwangsi, the plans for the cam- 
paign were outlined as follows s 

a, In launching this campaign a "Committee to Clean Up lending Cases", in- 
eluding judicial and public security personnel of the province* special 
region, heien, and municipal governments, will i e established at the scat 
of the local government concerned* Local leaders and representatives of 
industrial, commercial, and civic groups should also be invited to co- 
operate with the committee. The committee should control three sections 
mich would be responsible for screening cases, investigations, and gen- 
eral affairs. 

b, Tie first step in the "clean up of pending cases" is o differentiate 
between tie various types of prisoners. Those whose records show that 
they have committed only minor offensives should be transferred from 
orisons to detentions centers where closer attention can be piven to 
their health, medical care, and food. 

c , The cases must be investi-ated according tc the nature of offenses 
committed > All pertinent information must be collected and presented 
to meetings for discussion so that a verdict nay be reached on the pro- 
per sentence. The committee will then decide, the final verdict. 

1 1 implementing the above elans, the Chinese Communists repeatedly stated 
that the orocxi-ire was designed to win the trust of the people in Chinese 
Communist Law by means of a careful and democratic mass trial. This pro- 
cedure was used to free ners ns who had been arrested without cause, and 
was successful since it induced many aimed anti-Communist forces and under- 
ground elements in Kwangsi to surrender themselves and to leave anti- 
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Ccasnunist organizations* In Shangiin (10T~3 !i,, 23-gp) alone, 130 versons 
and over 30 rifles were surrendered. Prelinlnary statistics show over a
